But altho all Compariſons are odious, eſpecially of ſo _ 
great Men 1 am ſpeaking of, yet I will venture to ſay, 
that during the late Miniſiry we had as good Biſhops, 
and as worthy Men prefer'd, as we are likely to have 
in This: and there was nothing done to the real Pre- 
judice, or not done which might tend to the real Ad- 
vantage of a Church, of which They were as truly 
Members as Theſe ;, and even the ſecular Intereſt of the 
Church, fairly ſtated, was as much at heart of the 
Old Miniſtry as the New. —— [I ſhall preſently, I fore- 
| fee, be told, that the COMMONS impeaching the 
FAMOUS DOCTOR, and the Miniſtry either pro- 
moting or falling in with it, is a full Confutation of 
what I now advance. But nothing but Prejudice, Bi- 
gotry, and Love of a Party could ſuggeſt, that the Intereſt 
of the CHURCH and DOCTOR was inſeparable, as 
was with great Induſtry given out: for the Church, we 
firmly believe, ſtands upon a much better and more im- 
movable Foundation than HE can be ſuppoſed to be;

JESTY much better, whoſe Affection to the CHURCH _ 
is ſo well known to be open and andiſguis'd, that SHE 
cannot be ſuppoſed to have employ'd ANY, who would 
not be wiſer than to pretend to Hurt or Deſtroy a 
Church, in which S.HE bad her Education, of which

| heres: and it were the higheſt Nonſenſe and Folly to 


ſuppoſe any ſuch bad Deſigus could meet with her Royal. 


Approbation, without which nothing of that kind could 
be thorowly effected. But they who raisd the po- 
pular Noiſe and Clamour of the CHURCH 's DAN- 


GER, did neither believe nor fear it: like PARROTS 


they ſcream'd aloud and diſturb'd us without any cauſe, 

and their Underlings carry'd on the HUE AND CRY, 

as they were taught by their Directors. No Attempt _ 

was made on any Doctrine or Diſcipline of the Church,

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as appears from this, That no new Laws are making to 


repair any late Breaches in them, or any Offers made 


to eſtabliſh and confirm them. I expect to be told, 
that Pafroe-Obeadience and Non-Refiſtance were ſtruck at 
by the late IMPEACHMENT ; but why muſt we be 
always ringing in Mens Ears, that the REVOLUTION 
will be a perpetual Exception to thoſe Rules? And, that 


*tis pity They ſhould enjoy any Benefits arifing from the 
Revolution, who condemn the Ways and Means by 
which it was brought about. Beſides, thoſe Doctrines 


without Exceptions, and ſtrain d to the Utmoſt, as they 
have been of late by Some, are fitted only for Slaves, 
and would deſtroy all the Liberty and Property of a 
Free-born People: and when the Aﬀertors of them are 
pareſs d with the neceflary Conſequences of them, They _ 
are then forc'd to confeſs that LOYALTY is OBEDI- 
ENCE ACCORDING TO LAW, and They who pay 
it conſcientiouſly, will be as good Subjects as any good 
Prince need deſire. Active Obedience is certainly due 
to eſtabliſh'd Laws; and if they cannot be comply d 
with, a Paſtve One: This is the Principle of the UN- 
FASHIONABLE Men, and is enough to keep Subjects 
Quiet and Peaceable in any Regin, eſpecially ſo good 
a One as This, Others, inde:d, have made larger 
Pretences, and have talk'd of UNCONDITIONAL © 


5 OBEDIENCE: but we well remember, towards the 


end of the laßt Century, an UNHAPPY PRINCE 
made an Experiment, Whether they were in Earneſt ; 
and it was ſoon ſeen, That NATURE DID REBEL 


AGAINST PRINCIPLE ; and it will always do fo. 


hut fince your CITY and CHURCH have been no 
great Gainers, let us ſee, what Advantages the NA- 

ION has reap'd from your late Tranſactions; tho one 
would believe, that All their Intereſts are ſo united, 
that where the one is a Loſer, the others ſeldom find 
their Accounts in it.

But to give you a right Idea of the Gentlemen of 
that Side, both Clergy and Laity ; if any Man will
